The following Acts of Parliament received the assent of the 
President on the 29th December, 1956 and are hereby published for 
general information: — 

THE SLUM AREAS (IMPROVEMENT AND 
CLEARANCE) ACT, 1956 

No. 96 OF 1956 

[29th December, 1956] 

An Act to provide for the improvement and clearance of slum 
areas in certain Union territories and for the protection of 
tenants in such areas from eviction. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1 . (1) This Act may be called the Slum Areas (Improvement cxtt.it 
and Clearance) Act, 1956. commencc- 

' mcnt. 

(2) It extends to all Union territories except the Union territories 
of the Andaman and Nicobar Islands and the Laccadive, Minicoy 
and Amindivi Islands. 

(3) It shall come into force in a Union territory on such date 
as the Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, appoint; and different dates may be appointed for different 
Union territories. 



2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — Definitions. 

(a) “Administrator” means the Administrator of a Union 
territory; 
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(b) “building” Includes any structure or erection or any 
part of a building as so defined but does not include plant or 
machinery comprised in a building; 

(c) “competent authority” means such officer or authority 
as the Administrator may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint as the competent authority for the purposes of this Act; 

(d) “erection” in relation to a building includes extension, 
alteration or re-erection; 

(c) “work of Improvement” includes in relation to any 
building in a slum area the execution of any one or more of the 
following works, namely: — 

(i) necessary repairs; 

(ii) structural alterations; 

(iii) provision of light points and water taps; 

(in) construction of drains, open or covered; 

(n) provision of latrines; 

(«i) provision of additional or improved fixtures or 
fittings; 

(nii) opening up or paving of court yards; 

(utii) removal of rubbish; and 

(ix) any other work including the demolition of any 
building or any part thereof which in the opinion of the 
competent authority is necessary for executing any of the 
works specified above; 

(f) “occupier” includes an owner in occupation of or other¬ 
wise using his own land or building; 

(g) “owner” includes any person who is receiving or is 
entitled to receive the rent of any building or land whether on 
his own account or on behalf of himself and others or as agent 
or trustee, or who would so receive the rent or be entitled to 
receive it if the building or land were let to a tenant; 

(h) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act; and 

(i) “slum clearance” means the clearance of any slum area 
by the demolition and removal of buildings therefrom, 

CHAPTER II 
Slum Areas 

3. (1) Where the competent authority upon report from any 
of its officers or other information in its possession is satisfied as 
respects any area that the buildings in that area— 

(a) are in any respect unfit for human habitation; or 
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(b) are by reason of dilapidation, overcrowding, faulty 
arrangement and design of such buildings, narrowness or faulty 
arrangement of streets, lack of ventilation, light or sanitation 
facilities, or any combination of these factors, are detrimental 
to safety, health or morals, 

it may, by notification in the Official Gazette, declare such area to 
be a slum area. 

(2) In determining whether a building is unfit for human 
habitation for the purposes of this Act, regard shall be had to its 
condition in respect of the following matters, that is to say— 

(a) repair; 

(b) stability; 

(c) freedom from damp; 

(d) natural light and air; 

(e) water supply; 

(/) drainage and sanitary conveniences; 

(g) facilities for storage, preparation and cooking of food 
and for the disposal of waste water; 
and the building shall be deemed to be unfit as aforesaid if and 
only if it is so far defective in one or more of the said matters that it 
is not reasonably suitable for occupation in that condition. 

CHAPTER III 
Slum Improvement 

4 . (I) Where the competent authority upon report from any Power of 
of its officers or other Infortnatlon in its possession is satisfied that 
any building in a slum area is in any respect unfit for human require nn- 
habitation, it may, rmless in its opinion the building is not capable of 
at a reasonable expense of being rendered so fit, serve upon the unfit for 
owner of the building a notice requiring him within such time not 
being less than thirty days as may be specified in the notice to 
execute the works of improvement specified therein and stating 
that in the opinion of the authority those works will render the 
building fit for human habitation. 

(2) In addition to serving a notice under this section on the 
owner, the competent authority may serve a copy of the notice on 
any other person having an interest in the building whether as 
lessee, mortgagee or otherwise. 

(3) In determining, for the purposes of this Act, whether a 
building can be rendered fit for human habitation at a reasonable 
expense, regard shall be had to the estimated cost of the works 
necessary to render it so fit and the value which it is estimated that 
the building wiU have when the works are completed.

iiiptove- competent authority may Itself do the works required to be done by 
iient. the notice. 

(2) All expenses incurred by the competent authority imder 
this section, together with interest, at such rate as the Central 
Government may by order fix, from the date when a demand for 
the expenses is made until payment, may be recovered by the com¬ 
petent authority from the owner of the building as arrears of land 
revenue: 

Provided that if the owner proves that he— 

(a) is receiving the rent merely as agent or trustee for 
some other person; and 

(b) has not in his hands on behalf of that other person 
sufficient money to satisfy the whole demand of the authority, 
his liability shall be limited to the total amoimt of the money 
which he has in his hands as aforesaid. 

(3) If the owner of the building is different from the person 
who owns the land on which the building stands and the expenses 
incurred by the competent authority under this section are recover¬ 
able from both these persons, then, such expenses shall be recover¬ 
ed from them in such proportion as may be determined by the com¬ 
petent authority or by an officer empowered by it in this behalf.

(2) If any of the persons upon whom a notice has been served

competent authority and gives an undertaking to the authority that 
such person shall within a period specified by the authority execute 
such works of improvement in relation to the building as will in 
the opinion of the authority render the building fit for human habi¬ 
tation, or that it shall not be used for human habitation until the 
authority on being satisfied that it has been rendered fit for that 
purpose cancels the undertaking, the authority shall not make any 
order of demolition of the building. 

(3) If no such undertaking as is mentioned in sub-section 
(2) is given, or if in a case where any such undertaking has been 
given any work of improvement to which the undertaking relates is 
not carried out within the specified period, or the building is at 
any time used in contravention of the terms of the undertaking, the 
competent authority shall forthwith make an order of demolition 
of the building requiring that the building shall be vacated within 
a period to be specified in the order not being less than thirty days 
from the date of the order, and that it shall be demolished within 
six weeks after the expiration of that period. 

8. (1) Where an order for demolition of a building under sec- Procedure to 
tion 7 has been made the owner of the building or any other person 
having an interest therein shall demolish that building within the demolition 
time specified in that behalf by the order; and if the building is not bcen^n^e. 
demolished within that time the competent authority shall enter and 
demolish the building and sell the materials thereof. 

(2) Any expenses incurred by the competent authority under 
sub-section (1), if not satisfied out of the proceeds of sale of mate¬ 
rials of the building shall be recoverable from the owner of the 
building or any other person having an interest therein as arrears 
of land revenue. 

CHAPTER IV 

Slum clearance and HEmEVELOPMENT 

9. (I) Where the competent authority upon a report from any Power to 
of its officers or other information in its possession is satisfied as res- 
pects any slum area that the most satisfactory method of dealing to be a cietr- 
with the conditions in the area is the demolition of all the buildings 
in the area, the authority shall by an order notified in the Official 
Gazette declare the area to be a clearance area, that is to say, an 
area to be cleared of all buildings in accordance with the provisions 
of this Act: 

Provided that any building in the area which is not unfit for 
human habitation or dangerous or injurious to health may be ex¬ 
cluded from the declaration If the authority considers it necessary. 

(2) The competent authority shall forthwith transmit to the 
Administrator a copy of the declaration under this section together 
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with a statement of the number of persons who on a date specified 
In the statement were occupying buildings comprised in the clear¬ 
ance area. 

10. (I) As soon as may be after the competent authority has 
declared any slum area to be a clearance area, it shall make a slum 
clearance order in relation to that area ordering the demolition of 
each of the building specified therein and requiring each such buUd- 
ing to be vacated within such time as may be specified in the order 
and submit the order to the Administrator for confirmation. 

(2) The Administrator may either confirm the order in toto 
or subject to such variations as he considers necessary or reject the 
order. 

(3) If the Administrator confirms the order, the order shall 
become operative from the date of such confirmation. 

(4) When a slum clearance order has become operative, the 
owners of buildings to which the order applies shall demolish the 
buildings before the expiration of six weeks from the date on which 
the buildings are required by the order to be vacated or before the 
expiration of such longer period as in the circumstances of the case 
the competent authority may deem reasonable. 

(5) If the buildings are not demolished before the expiration of 
the period mentioned in sub-section (4), the competent authority 
shall enter and demolish the buildings and sell the materials thereof. 

(d) Any expenses incurred by the competent authority in demol¬ 
ishing any building shall, if not satisfied out of the proceeds of sale 
of materials thereof, be recoverable by the competent authority as 
arrears of land revenue. 

(7) Where a slum clearance order has become operative, no land 
to which the order applies shall be re-developed except in accordance 
with plans approved by the competent authority and except subject 
to such restrictions and conditions, if any, as the competent autho¬ 
rity may think fit to Impose: 

Provided that an owner who is aggrieved by a restriction or con¬ 
dition so imposed on the user of his land or by a subsequent refusal 
of the competent authority to cancel or modify any such restriction 
or condition may at any time appeal to the Administrator and the 
Administrator shall make such order in the matter as he thinks 
proper and his decision shall be final. 

(8) No person shall commence or cause to be commenced any 
work in contravention of a plan approved or a restriction or condition 
Imposed under sub-section (7). 
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11. Where land has been cleared of buildings in accordance with 

a slum clearance order, the competent authority may, at any time to 

after the expiration of twelve months from the date on which the 
order became operative, by order, determine to re-develop any land any 
which on the date of the making of the order has not been) or is thereof, 

not in the process of being, re-developed by the owner thereof In 
accordance with plans approved by the authority and any restrictions 
and conditions imposed under sub-section (7) of section 10. 

CHAPTER V 
Acquisition of Land 

12. (1) Where on any representation from the competent authority 

it appears to the Central Government that, in order to enable the errmeutto 
authority to execute any work of improvement in relation to any acquire land, 
building in a slum area or to re-develop any clearance area, it is neces¬ 
sary that land within, adjoining or surrounded by any such area 
should be acquired, the Central Government may acquire the land by 
publishing in the Official Gazette a notice to the effect that the 
Central Government has decided to acquire the land in pursuance of 
this section: 

Provided that, before publishing such notice, the Central Govern¬ 
ment may call upon the owner of, or any other person who, in the 
opinion of the Central Government, may be interested in, such land 
to show cause why it should not be acquired; and after considering 
the cause, if any, shown by the owner or any other person interested 
in the land, the Central Government may pass such order as It 
deems fit. 

(2) When a notice as aforesaid is published in the Official Gazette, 
the land shall, on and from the date on which the notice is so 
published, vest absolutely in the Central Government free from all 
encumbrances. 

13i Where any land in a slum area or clearance area has been Land ac-

14. Every person having any interest in any land acquired under Bisht o 

this Act shall be entitled to receive from the Central Government 
compensation as provided hereafter in this Act. bon. 

15. (1) The amount payable as compensation in respect of any Basis for 
land acquired under this Act shall be an amount equal to sixty times 

the net average monthly income actually derived from such land pensadon. 
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during the period of five consecutive years immediately preceding 
the date of publication of the notice referred to in section 12 . 

(2) The net average monthly income referred to in sub-section 
(I) shall be calculated in the manner and in accordance with the 
principles set out in the Schedule. 

(3) The competent authority shall, after holding an inquiry in 
the prescribed manner, determine in accordance with the provisions 
of sub-section ( 2 ) the net average monthly income actually derived 
from the land and publish a notice in the Official Gazette specifying 
the amount so determined and calling upon the owner of the land 
and every person interested therein to intimate to it before a date 
specified in the notice whether such owner or person agrees to the 
amount so determined and if he does not so agree, what amount he 
claims to be the net average monthly income actually derived from 
the land. 

(4) Any person who does not agree to the amount of the net 
average monthly income determined by the competent authority 
under sub-section (3) and claims a sum in excess of that amount may 
prefer an appeal to the Administrator within thirty days from the 
date specified in the notice referred to in that sub-section. 

(5) On appeal the Administrator shall, after hearing the appel¬ 
lant, determine the net average monthly income and his determi¬ 
nation shall be final and shall not be questioned in any court of law. 

( 6 ) Where there is any building on the land in respect of which 
the net average monthly income has been determined, no separate 
compensation shall be paid in respect of such building: 

Provided that where the owner of the land and the owner of the 
building on such land are different, the competent authority shall 
apportion the amount of compensation between the owner of the land 
and the owner of the building in such proportion as he considers 
reasonable: 

Provided further that the compensation in respect of the building 
shall not in any case exceed fifty per cent, of the total amount of com¬ 
pensation which has been determined In accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this section. 

16. (I) Where several persons claim to be interested In the amount 
of compensation determined under section 15, the competent 
authority shall determine the persons who in its opinion are entitled 
to receive compensation and the amount payable to each of them. 
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(2) If any dispute arises as to the apportionment of compensation 
or any part thereof, or as to the persons to whom the same or any 
part thereof is payable, the competent authority may refer the dis¬ 
pute to the decision of the Administrator; and the Administrator in 
deciding any such dispute shall follow, as far as may be, the pro- 
I ot 1894 . visions of Part III of the Land Acquisition Act, 1894. 


17. (1) After the amount of compensation has been determined. Payment of 
the competent authority shall on behalf of the Central Government 
tender payment of, and pay, the compensation to the persons entitled potit of the 
thereto. court. 


(2) If the persons entitled to compensation do not consent to 
receive it, or if there be any dispute as to the title to receive com¬ 
pensation or as to the apportionment of it, the competent authority 
shall deposit the amount of the compensation in the court of the Dis¬ 
trict Judge and that court shall deal with the amount so deposited 
in the manner laid down in sections 32 and 33 of the Land Acquisition 
I of 1894 - Act, 1894.

(2) The competent authority shall, while holding inquiry under 
section 15, have all the powers of a civil court while trying a suit

matters, namely:— 

(a) summoning and enforcing the attendance of any person 
and examining him on oath; 

(b) requiring the discovery and production of any document; 

(c) reception of evidence on affidavits; 

(d) requisitioning any public record from any court or office; 

(e) issuing commissions for examination of witnesses. 


CHAPTER VI 

Protection of tenants in slum areas from eviction 

19. fl) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for 
the time being In force, no person who has obtained any decree or not to be 
order for the eviction of a tenant from any building in a slum area 
shall be entitled to execute such decree or order except with the slon^of Ac 
previous permission in writing of the competent authority. 
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{>]) Every person desiring to obtain the permission referred to 
in Eub'section (1) shall make an application in writing to the com- 
petent authority in such form and containing such particulars a.s 
may be prescribed. 

i'S) On receipt of such application the competent authority, 
after giving an opportunity to the'tenant of being heard and after 
making such summary inquiry into the circumstances of the case 
as it thinks fit, shall by order in writing either grant such permission 
or refuse to grant such permission. 

(4) Where the competent authority refuses to grant the permis¬ 
sion it shall record a brief statement of the reasons for such refusal 
and furnish a copy thereof to the applicant. 

20. Any person aggrieved by an order of the competent autho- 
iity refusing to grant the permission referred to in sub-section (1) 
of section 19 may, within such time as may be prescribed, prefer an 
appeal to the Administrator and the decision of the Administrator 
on such appeal shall be final, 

21. Nothing in this Chapter shall apply to or in relation to the 
execution of any decree or order under any law for the eviction of 
a tenant from any building in a slum area belonging to the Gov¬ 
ernment, the Delhi Improvement Trust or any local authority. 

CHAPTER VII 
Misckulaneous 

22. It shall be lawful for any person authorised by the competent 
authority in this behalf to enter into or upon any building or land 
in a slum area with or without assistants or workmen in order to 
make any inquiry, inspection, measurement, valuation or survey, or 
to execute any work which is authorised by or under this Act or 
which it is necessary to execute for any of the purposes or in pur¬ 
suance of any of the provisions of this Act or of any rule or order 
made thereunder. 

23. (I) The competent authority may, by general or special order, 
authorise any person— 

(a) to Inspect any drain, latrine, urinal, cesspool, pipe, sewer 
or channel in or on any building or land In a slum area, and in 
his discretion to cause the ground to be opened for the purpose 
of preventing or removing any nuisance arising from the drain, 
latrine, urinal, cesspool, pipe, sewer or channel, as the case may 
be; 
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(b) to examine works under construction in the slum area, to 
take levels or to remove, test, examine, replace or read any 
meter. 

(2) If, on such inspection, the opening of the ground is found to 
be necessary for the prevention or removal of a nuisance, the ex¬ 
penses thereby incurred shall be paid Iry the owner or occupier of 
the land or building, but if it is found that no nuisance exists or 
but for such opening would have arisen, the ground or portion of 
any building, drain, or other work opened, injured or removed for 
the purpose of such inspection shall be hlled in, reinstated, or made 
good, as the case may be, by the competent authority. 

24. (1) Any person authorised by the competent authority in this 
behalf may, with or without assistants or workmen, enter on any 
land within fifty yards of any work authorised by or under this Act 
for the purpose of depositing thereon any soil, gravel, stone or other 
materials, or for obtaining access to such work or for any other pur¬ 
poses connected with the carrying on of the same. 

(2) The person so authorised shall, before entering on any land 
under sub-section (1), state the purpose thereof, and shall, if so re¬ 
quired by the occupier, or owner, fence off so much of the land as 
may be required for such purpose. 

(3) The person so authorised shall, in exercising any power con¬ 
ferred by this section, do as little damage, as may be, and compensa¬ 
tion shall be payable by the competent authority to the owner or 
occupier of such land or to both for any such damage whether per¬ 
manent or temporary. 

25. It shall be lawful for any person authorised by the competent 
authority in this behalf to make any entry into any place, to open 
or cause to be opened any door, gate or other barrier— 

(a) if he considers the opening thereof necessary for the 
purpose of such entry; and 

(b) if the owner or occupier is absent, or being present 
refuses to open such door, gate or barrier. 

26. No entry authorised by or imder this Act shall be made except 
between the hours of sunrise and sunset. 

27. No building or land shall be entered without the consent of 
the occupier, or if there is no occupier, of the owner thereof, and no 
such entry shall be made without giving the said occupier or owner, 
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as the case may be, not less tnan twenty-four hours’ written notice 
of the intention to make such entry: 

Provided that no such notice shall be necessary If the place to be 
inspected is a shed for cattle or a latrine, urinal or a work under 
construction. 

28. Where the competent authority is satisfied either upon a repre¬ 
sentation from the owner of a building or upon other information in 
its possession that the occupants of the building have not vacated it 
in pursuance of any notice, order or direction issued or given by the 
authority, the authority shall, by order, direct the eviction of the 
occupants from the building in such manner and within such time 
as may be specified in the order; 

Provided that before making any order under this section the 
competent authority shall give a reasonable opportunity to the occu¬ 
pants of the building to show cause why they should not be evicted 
therefrom. 

29. The competent authority may, by order in writing, direct any 
person carrying on any dangerous or offensive trade in a slum area 
to remove the trade from that area within such time as may be 
specified in the order; 

Provided that no order under this section shall be made unless 
the person carrying on the trade has been afforded a reasonable 
opportunity of showing cause as to why the order should not be 
made. 

30. (1) Except as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, any 
person aggrieved by any notice, order or direction Issued or given by 
the competent authority may appeal to the Administrator within a 
period of thirty day^ from the date of issue of such notice, order or 
direction. 

(2) Every appeal under this Act shall be made by petition in 
writing accompanied by a copy of the notice, order or direction 
appealed against. 

(3) On the admission of an appeal, all proceedings to enforce the 
notice, order or direction and all prosecutions for any contravention 
thereof shall be held in abeyance pending the decision of the appeal, 
and if the notice, order or direction is set aside on appeal, dis¬ 
obedience thereto shall not be deemed to be an offence. 

(4) No appeal shall be decided under this section unless the 
appellant has been heard or has had a reasonable opportunity of 
being heard in person or through a legal practitioner. 
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(5) The decision of the Administrator on appeal shall be final 
and shall not be questioned in any court. 

31. (J) Every notice, order or direction issued under this Act Service ol 

... . , . 1 notices, etc. 

shall, save as otherwise expressly provided in this Act, be served— 

(a) by giving or tendering the notice, order or direction, or 
by sending it by post to the person for whom it is intended; or 

(b) if such person cannot be found, by affixing the notice, 
order or direction on some conspicuous part of his last known 
place of abode or business, or by giving or tendering the notice, 
order or direction to some adult male member or servant of his 
family or by causing it to be affixed on some conspicuous part of 
the building or land, if any, to which it relates. 

(2) Where the person on whom a notice, order or direction is to 
be served is a minor, service upon his guardian or upon any adult 
male member or servant of his family shall be deemed to be the 
service upon the minor, 

(3) Every notice, order or direction which by or under this Act 
13 to be served as a public notice, order or direction or as a notice, 
order or direction which is not required to be served to any indivi¬ 
dual therein specified shall, save as otherwise expressly provided, be 
deemed to be sufficiently served if a copy thereof is affixed in such 
conspicuous part of the office of the competent authority or in such 
other public place during such period, or is published in such local 
newspaper or in such other manner, as the competent authority 
may direct. 

32, (1) Whoever does any act in contravention of any notice. Penalties, 
order or direction issued or given under this Act shall be punishable 

with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three months, 
or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees, or with both. 

(2) Whoever commences or causes to be commenced any work in 
contravention of any restriction or condition imposed under sub-sec¬ 
tion (7) of section 10 or any plan for the re-development of a clear¬ 
ance area shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend 
to three months, or with fine which may extend to one thousand 
rupees, or with both. 

(3) Whoever obstructs the entry of any person authorised imder 
this Act to enter into or upon any building or land or molests such 
person after such entry shall be punishable with fine which may ex¬ 
tend to one thousand rupees. 
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(4) If the person committing an offence under this Act is a 
company, every person who at the time the offence was committed 
was in charge of, and was responsible to, the company for the con¬ 
duct of the business of the company as well as the company, shall 
be deemed to be guilty of the offence and shall be liable to be pro¬ 
ceeded against and punished accordingly: 

Provided that nothing • contained in this sub-section shall render 
any such person liable to any punishment provided in this Act if he 
proves that the offence was committed without his knowledge or

Principles for determination op the net average monthly income 

1. The competent authority shall first determine the gross rent 
actually derived by the owner of the land acquired including any

2. For such determination the competent authority may hold any 
local inquiry and obtain, if necessary, certified copies of extracts 
from the property tax assessment books of the municipal or other 
local authority concerned showing the rental value of such land.
